A huge new hurricane fighter 
which will also aid in a water con- 
servation program, has been add- 
ed to the growing Central and 
Southern Florida , Flood Control 
District system of canals, levees, 

< areas. ana control 
atructures. - 

This is Pump Station No. 7, lo- 
Gated in the Everglades some 29 
miles west of Boca Raton, and 
straddles the North New River 
Canal on the Palm Beach-Broward 
County line, adjacent to State 
Road 25. Therefore, it is on the 
dividing line between the two vast 
marshes known as Water Conser- 
vation Areas Nos. 2 and 3. 

The facility was transferred to 
the FCD by the U. S. Corps of En- 
{gineers, the designing and 
struction agency for the F'CD Pro- 
ject. ` 

It îs capable of removing 3-4 inch’ 
| of runoff per day from'a 125 square 
mile are a tributary to the North 
New River Canal, and discharge 
the surplus wate~ from the canal 
into Conservation Area No. 2. 

The FCD pump stations `ar: 
among the largest of their kind in 
the world. Pump Station No. 7 has 
three 5-cycle O. P. Diesel type 
engines each capable of develop- 
ing 895 horsepower. Therefore, at 
such times as all three big pumps 
are simultaneously in action, the 
facility will be operating at a total 
of 2.685 h. p. and the engines work 
at 720 r. p. m. 

These three.engines are each able 
to pump 830 cubic feet of water 
per second. 

The new pump station cost $2.- 
169,000 and its construction was

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Anaplasmosis Still. 
Is Major Livestock 
Disease In Florida 
GAINESVILLE — Anaplasmosis 


continues to be one of the nation’s 
major livestock disease problems, 


` according to Dr..W..R. Pritchard, 


head of the veterinary sciente de- 
partment with the Florida Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station. 


In the July issue of the Sunshine! 


State Agricultural Research Re- 
port, published by the Experiment 
Station, Dr, Pritchard says Florida 
livestock losses to this disease are 
estimated at’ $1,500,000 a year. 

According to the veterinarian, 
nemerous surveys in{Florida have 
revealed that about 30 percent of 
all cattle are carriers of this dis- 
ease. Each year many Florida cat- 
tlemen lose from a few to several 
hundred animals because of- ana- 
plasmosis. A heavy loss also is sus- 
tained from animals that recover. 

Dr. Pritchard says animals that 
recover from anaplasmosis are 
carriers of the infection for the 
rest of their lives. In some areas 
of Florida 65 percent of the ani- 
mals now are carriers. g 

Anaplasmosis does not spread by 
itself, but must be transferred from 
a ‘sick or carrier animal to a sus- 
ceptible’ one by mechanical means. 
Man and insects are responsible 
for this spread. 

Researchers agreé that ranchers 
themselves’ are responsible for 
much of the spread of anaplasmosis 
because .of failure to disinfect in- 
struments. 

Dr. Pritchard has several sug- 
gestions for the prevention of the 
disease. “Do not buy animals that 
come from*anaplasmosis areas. Be 
sure ‘neither you nor anyone else 
mechanically spreads the disease 
with contaminated surgical instru- 
ments. Control populations of

“This rule has no place in chemi- 
cal weed control,” says the special- 
ist. “The recommended. rates are 
critical and to exceed them will 
result in more trouble than- that 
caused by the weeds.”
